Toledo, O., Jan. 18.—Harry 
Harper, vice-president in charge of 
sales for Willys-Overland, an- 
nounced today that retail sales of 
his company during New York show 
week totaled more than 200 cars. 
These were definite sales, not mere- 
ly tentative contracts. Mr. Harper 
said also that favorable reports were 
being received from shows in other 
cities and that the reception ac- 
corded the new Willys-Overland 
lines by the dealers and by the gen- | 
eral public was all that had been | 
hoped. 

During the past two weeks Willys- 
Overland has added more than 1,000 
men to its plant pay roll, the total 
number now at work being more 
than 7,000. The favorable reception 
accorded the new lines will cause 
further additions to employment at 
the company’s plants. 

This city is feeling the effect of 
increased production in the automo- 
tive industry. In the glass plants 
particularly, increased orders have 
enabled the companies to recall 
workers, and among automotive 
companies the pay rolls are higher 
than they have been in two years. 
Civic authorities estimate that 
among fifty-one major plants op- 
erating here there are now approxi- 
mately 16;000 workers on the job, 
with the certainty of further addi- 
tions to come within the next few 
weeks.

American Petroleum Institute has 
protested against constantly increas- 
ing gasoline taxes in a letter to the 
Department of Commerce regarding 
the oil industry’s outlook for 1933. 
“There has been a growing realiza- 
tion that the sales tax on gasoline 
has exceeded all reasonable bounds, 
and that this burden or the motor 
car users is diminishing consump- 
tion of gasoline, thereby injuring 
both the petroleum and the motor 
car industries, reducing employment | 
and contributing to the depression,” | 
the institute’s letter declared.

$76,078,000 barrels. Exports declined 
from 45,716,000 to 35,831,000 barrels, 
a falling off of 21.6 per cent.; and 
the respective totals for 1931 were 
453,559,000 and 411,090,000 barrels. 
The figures compiled by Mr. Van 
Covern show that for the first six 
months of 1932 consumption de- 
clined 6.8 per cent. for the domestic 
uses and 7.3 per cent. for the total. 
In all of the other months of the 
year, with the exception of Novem- 
ber, the decline was much greater, 
reaching a height of 15 per cent. 
in August. Less motor fuel was con- 
sumed in December than in any 
other month, but the decline for 
both domestic and total consump- 
tson was only 11.4 per ceni.

NE never realizes how big motor trucks are built for 
highway construction and maintenance work until you 
go to a national road show such as is being held in Detroit 
this week.

You go from booth to booth and listen to the jargon of 
the contractor and the highway commissioners, and in the 
displays of such of our family as Mack, Federal, Chevrolet, 
|'White, Pierce-Arrow, Studebaker, Indiana, Ford, Walter, 
General Motors, Dodge and Four-Wheel Drive you note how 
'the engineers have converted the product to useful work that 
'means modern roads for us who drive the passenger cars. 
It’s a far different affair than the automobile show as we 
know it.

BUT THE ROAD SHOW is not all of this week’s activi- 
ties. While the manufacturers are displaying the funda- 
mentals of highway building, there are thousands of earnest 
workers for the cause holding meetings where legislative and 
other problems are discussed and which is the way around 
Robin Hood’s barn to getting for us improved arteries of 
motor travel. 

This time the convention of the American Road Build- 
ers Association and its allies are securing the nation-wide 
attention they so well deserved, because for the first time 
| proper attention is being given to well-directed publicity. I 

have been to many conventions, but this has one of the best 
fountains of information for newspaper men I have run 
/across. The publicity bureau is handled by F. P. Carmody— 
we know him as Jerry—who has been borrowed from the 
Ullman Feature Service of Washington and who has been 
‘busy for six months setting up the machinery for the proper 
'dissemination of publicity.

AUTOMOTIVE ENGINEERS will find at the Detroit 
Road Show a photostat of the first patent ever issued in the 
United States—sumething that should interest them because 
they have so much contact with Uncle Sam’s Patent Office. 
| This document, written in old-time English that looks like 
Sanskrit or possibly the hieroglyphics on the tomb of King 
Tut, informs us that the General Court of Massachusetts on 
September 6, 1646, issued to Joseph Jenkes of Lynn, Mass., 
« patent for the first fire engine ever built. Mr. Jenkes also 
built the first dies for coining money in this country. 

The Jenkes grant is found in the display made by the 
United States Patent Office, which also tells us that the 
Patent Office started to function in 1790 and to date has 
issued 1,891,897 patents. 

I recorded the fact the other day that every 1933 car 
will carry a safety glass windshield. Now I’m told that every 
car produced nowadays is equipped with an aerial, so as to 
provide for the installation of an automobile radio. 

This information followed a previewing of the product 
of the Stewart Radio and Television Company, 40 West Mil- 
waukee St., Detroit, which is coming into the picture with 
‘two sets that not only have price appeal but which, to my 
|non-technical ears, have constructional features that are 
/unusual and which seem to have performance, sensitivity and 
simplicity also. 

I listened to the Stewart Companion, with its floating 
‘tone control, and gasped at the price—$39.50, plus a moder- 
ate installation charge. In addition, there is the Stewart 
| Aristocrat, a bit higher—$59.50. The company is going to 
|make a drive for dealer support in the marketing scheme.

IN 86 CITIES SHOW 





Washington, Jan,

Within the next two weeks the Chicago exhibition will 
swing into action.

If the New York experience is repeated in Chicago, 
it will undoubtedly be accepted as a sign of returning buying 
interest. 

Within the next month practically every large city in 
the country will have its presentation of the new models. 
Many of these local exhibitions are under way this week. 

The industry will do well to watch more closely than ever 
the showing made by these local shows. If they play to good 
crowds, the inference is inevitable—revived buying interest. 
We can only hope that the attendance record which New 
York piled up so rapidly during the latter part of its show 
week will be repeated in a score of other cities. 


Highway Profits 
Pennsylvania estimates that its highway system in the 
fiscal year ending May 31, 1933, will show a profit of 
$23,415,000. 
This view of a state highway system is interesting and 
instructive. We do not as a general rule realize that our 
highways actually are rolling up profits for us. We con- 


sider them as great conveniences and as a means of carrying | 


on business, but we lose sight of the fact that they actually 
do show a profit, when we apply to the highways actual busi- 
ness accountancy, 

Here is the way that Pennsylvania arrives at its estimate 
of profit from the roads. The revenue derived from motor 
licenses, incidental fees and gasoline taxes totals $63,800,000. 
Against this is placed operation costs, maintenance, repairs, 
administrative and engineering expense, cost of running the 
revenue department, interest on highway bonds, depreciation 
totals $40,385,000. 

Automotive Daily News suggested many months ago 


that if the Federal government would underwrite a $5,000,- | 


000,000 loan, spend it on road building, not only would it 
relieve unemployment, but the investment actually amortize 
itself and show a profit besides. 


These Pennsylvania figures certainly give point to our | 


suggestion and indicate that a great national highway build- 
ing campaign would be an investment, paying present div 
dends and future profits.
